Board of Health 
of the town, and if hr refuses or neglect* to five sack 
notice, he shall forfeit foe each offence a soa not Ian 
than •90, or more *han $100. 

The Board considers the above sections to apply to 
Diphtheria, Scarlet Fever, Pm all Pox, If castes and 
Whooping Cough.

Tfce Cedars of Lebanon. 

Tln celarsof Mount L)banon are, 
perhaps, tho tad known monuments in 
the world. D.dinguishcd men have 
visited them, an I their story is told 
over and over ng tin. Thoro are ^jrave 
doubts, however, whether the cedar so j 
often mentioned In tho Bihlo was the 
tree now cal.ed tho Cedar of Lebanon. 
There is no doubt that tbe cedars of 
Lebanon in moro modem times hnvo 
b en tho objects of veneration. The 
most experienced observer who has 
seen the cedars on M >unt Lebanon is 
H r Joseph Hooker, who visited Syria 
in I860 for the purpose of examining 
the grove, in regnid to which little was 
known tcicutifically up to that time. 
An arenunt of this visit was published 
in tho Natural llutory in j 

January, 1862, wi It the author’s ! 
views upon the spec fic rank nnd 
the orlgiu of the different species or 
forms of the genus. The number of 
trees is about 400, and these are dis¬ 
posed in nine groups, corresponding 
with as many hammocks of tho range 
of moraines. Tney are of vsrioussir.es, 
from ab ut 18 inches to upward of 40 
feet in g'rth; but the most remarkable 
nnd kiguiflcfcnt fact connected with 
their size, and consequently with the 
age of the grove, is that there ia no 
tree of less than 18 inchos girth, and 
no young trees, hushui or even seed¬ 
lings of a second year's growth. It 
was supposed, until comparatively re¬ 
cent times, that all the cedars left upon 
the earth wero in this famous grove, 
but now tho/ aro known to occur upon 
different chains of the Taurus, where, 
with other trees, they form extensive 
forests; wliilo as late as 1865 Mr. Jcsup, 
an American missionary, di'covered 
fivo largo groves in the Lebanon itself, 
three east of Aiu Zihalteh, in the 
southern Lebanon, ono of which was 
said to contain 10,000 trees. Other 
groves were also discovered at this time, 
so that upou the Ixebanon a!ona the 
cedar is known in 10 distinct locahtiei. 

The Oldest Observatory. 

The observatory at Pekin is the old¬ 
est in thn world, having been founded 
in 1279 by Kublai Khan, the first Em? 
|wror of the Mogul dynasty. There 
are stilt iu it three of tho first instru¬ 
ments of observation. Taeso were used 
for tho observation of Ualloy’s comet 
in 1738. and may also bo u-»el wlieu, 
twenty-two years hence, thi' comet 
again appears. Tne ollcst ol>servatory 
iu Europe ia that foundol by King 
Frederick III. of Dcumark, ou the i«l- 
aml of Kvecu, iu the 8 >uu i, and whore 
the faiuout ns'roaoiuer T/cho Brahe car¬ 
ried out his celebrated observations— 
amoug othcis that of the “bright” star 
in Cassiopeia. Too Piris Observatory 
was establisluMl in 1671, uud that of 
Greenwich tluce sears later.

Lust MamUy wm an Important day for 
the people of Trinity Kfriseopnl ehnrrh. 
After hnvinf been closed for right Monday* 
the rhnrrh wna opened again for Divine 
worship. The tmtiding has been undergo¬ 
ing repair* for three month*, and during 
part of that time It wm not pnanthle to hold 
nervier in the church. Tin' repair* and Im¬ 
provement* have been of an extensive and 
thorough nature. The roof haa been re¬ 
shingled, retinnrd, repainted, ami In vari¬ 
ous way* repaired. The outside of the 
building hn* hern improved with new step*, 
new walk*, etc. In the Interior tlie ehurch 
hn* l»ern remodelled nnd very much Im¬ 
proved. The pew* have l»een taken up, re¬ 
made and arranged *o a* to form a centre 
aisle and two ride aisle*; the woodwork 
ha* been renewed and changed in many 
place*. A new door ha* been ent, leading 
from the chancel to the robing room. Tlie 
skylight* In tlie reding of the chancel have 
been cloned up and two new window* have 
ticcn made in the wall* to give light in their 
place. All the window* In the ehnrrh have 
hern furnhlied with new sashes containing 
cathedral gla** of different simile* of am¬ 
ber. These window* nre of n ehurchly 
rimpc nnd color nnd consequently hnvc n 
very pretty and plcnaing effect. The wall* 
nnd roiling of the church and chancel have 
ln*cn redecorated after the Kimtlnke style, 
*o called licrause the founder of thnt style 
wn* n celebrated English artist named 
East lake, who wa* secretary of the commit¬ 
tee wlmdecorated the House* of Parliament 
In England. The decoration of the church 
is of a rich and beautiful nature; the celling 
1 * a light old gold, the wall* terra cotta, 
with a cornice work in hand* of vnriou* 
color* which blend and harmonise with the 
design. At the bottom the wall* are paint¬ 
ed in oil a Pompeian red, with a dado of 
different colored hand* lie tween it and the 
terra cotta. The wall* of the chancel are a 
light, warm olive with a beautiful frieze at 
the top, the ceiling being of dark blue with 
gilt *tar* und a style and cornice work of 
various color*. A stained glass window 
ha* lieen placer! atrove the altar, the gift to 
the parish of Mr*. F. O. Wellington and 
Mi** C. F. Wentworth. This window is 
triplet in form and very lmaiitiful in de¬ 
sign, containing a sun burst at the top, an 
artistic design at tlie lMittotn, anil an exqui¬ 
site blending of color* throughout. The 
window* wa* manufactured by K. SbcrlNirne 
of Boston, who also furnished the cathedral 
glass in all the window*. The cushion* in 
tin* pew* have been newly upholstered in 
dark red by Ford & Phillip* of East Wey¬ 
mouth. Drapcrfe* have lrcen placed over 
the door*, and new curtains around tin* 
choir room of n rich material. The church 
has l»een m-wly carpeted throughout with 
a red curpet of most Wnutiful church pat¬ 
tern nnd the whole effect is one of great 
harmony nnd lieauty. 

The opening service was well attended 
although many were deprived of the pleas¬ 
ure of being there, by the epidemical dis- 
etsc which ha* been so common. The 
choir was reenforced by the presence of 
Mr. and Mr*. Alliert Avery and the music 
was excellent, although the uhaencc of 
Miss Sargent and Miss Allen, the soprano 
singers, wa* very much felt. They were 
compelled to stay at home by the unsparing 
hand of “La Grippe.” The rector. Rev. 
Win. Hyde, took for his text the inscription 
over the chancel urchca, ”0 praise the I«ord 
with me nnd let us magnify his name to¬ 
gether,” Ps. xxxivtff. Hi* subject wa* 
“Church Worship,” with special reference 
to the worship in the Episcopal church. 
The text, he said, was a true expression of 
the spirit of Episcopal worship, a worship 
in which priest and people joined, I n some 
churches the minister might do all the 
preaching and praying, the choir the sing¬ 
ing, while the congregation remained a* 
listeners or spectators, but it was not so in 
the Episcopal '.church. There tlie congre¬ 
gation hail an iiujrortant part, for tin* servi¬ 
ces were designed for Irotli priest aud jmiv- 
ple together, Mr. Hyde explained what 
Christian worship is, that it i* "Id a* hu¬ 
manity itself, nnd hud continued unbroken 
up to the present time. He dcscrils rl tlie 
benefit to Is* obtained by a regular atten¬ 
dance on church worship, and the evils 
w'hlcli spring from a disregard of the scri|»- 
ture Injunction, “Neglect not the assem¬ 
bling of yourselves together.” lie spoke of 
tlie HymtrolH of Christian worship, wlurt 
they nre and that they should he in accor¬ 
dance with the spirit of the times. In con¬ 
clusion, tie said: ”Ifw*e wish to convince 
ourselves of this glorious presence of God. , 
we have only to attend divine service regu¬ 
larly nnd give ourselves entirely up to its ' 
influence. We must do for church worship 
what we would do for our friend*, if we 
wished them to love us. We seek the *«*- , 
ciety of our friend* as often a* we can. Wc 
should do the muiiic for the church ami we 
would soon learn that Gm! i* present iu 
church worship, and in Ids own way com¬ 
municates with men. Tlie religious nature 
of man, though it differ* from tlie intellec¬ 
tual. nevertheless depend* u|miii the satin- 
methods of training. As we care for the 
intellect, training utnldeveloping it by pre¬ 
senting proper objects of stimulation, so 
tin* religions nature of man iuu*t In- fed by 
its own proper food, or it will surely die 
out. Mutt is a creature of association, ami- 
cannot neglect without starving his spirit¬ 
ual nature, the LmhI provided by the church 
in In-r ordinances. This is why so many 
wlu-n they give up church worship erase to 
worship at nil. They fail to see the pres¬ 
ence of God ina s|H*c|ul sense iu church 
worship, utnl so neglect that worship.

A Railroad on Tree-Tops. 

It may not be known outside of the 
neighborhood in which it i* situated, but 
it is nevertheless a fact, that in Sonoma 
county, Cal.,there existf r.n original and 
successful piece of original engineering 
and building that is not to lie found in 
the books.

wrma FENCES 

One of the neatest and most durable 
fences that can be made is a woven - 
wire netting. Tho meshes should be 
sufficiently close togothcr to keep out 
chicken*, 2x4 is small enough for all 
practicil purposes. While the netting 
alone will make a very complete fenco, 
it can be improved by putting a s ix- 
inch fencing plank at tho bottom, and 
atretching the bottom wire just above 
this. Care should be taken to atrotch 
the selvage wire tight, and the ntaplet 
well. If the garden Is located where 
tbe fence must keep cut horses or 
cattle, it cau be made more effccti vo by 
stretching a barb wire six Indies abovo 
the top of either the netting or the 
paling. Either jf these make* a better 
garden fenco than either plank or rails, 
while, if the work is carefully done, it 
will be much more effective .—Prairie 
Farmer.

WINTER PROTECTION FOR ORAFK* 

It occasionally happens that nn ex¬ 
ceptionally cold winter bringi the 
subject of winter protection very 
forcibly to the nature of nil who grow 
graj^s. Even the hardiest grapes are 
sometimes more or le?-s injured, and 
whilst on the other hand thore are 
seasons so mill that grape-vine* pass 
through them equally well without 
protection, yet the most prudent course 
is to persistently aa l regular¬ 
ly protect them duriug winter. To do 
this iu the best and caiiest way, prune 
in tho fall aud lay the ennes upon the 
ground covering them wich earth to the 
depth of three inches. This will afford 
sufficient protection to even the tender¬ 
ed varieties. The hardier sorts often 
receive all the protection necessary by 
simply being laid upon tho ground, but 
a slight covering renders it more cer¬ 
tain nnd is very little trouble. At the 
north the snow provides this and is 
better than any covering wc nmy de¬ 
vise.— Orchard and GunUn.

The Da¬ 
kotas, which have been receiving aud 
absorbing the mssa of immigrants since 
the lands of Nebraska, Kansas, and 
Minnesota hnve been appropriated, arc 
now well-settled States. Whca Okla¬ 
homa was recently opened, twice 
as many settlers stood ready 
as there was land for them 
to occupy. S'.ill the great stream 
of European immigration rolls in upon 
us. Tho Etstern States will send their 
young rueu We«t. Where are all these 
new farmers to find the farm* to work? 
In their oearc'-i for them they are mak¬ 
ing their way into every part of the 
Western Plateau. Tnej an at lost, by 
necessity, forced to turn to the arid 
region, hitherto unthought of as a field 
for agriculture. 

Aa these pioneers press on into this 
unknown land, they find the commoQ 
picture of it mislealing. Tney find 
that, if the country be a desert, it it so 
only from lack of water, aud not from 
the sterility of the soil.

There is an immense amount ot non¬ 
sense talked nnd written about long¬ 
distance rtflo shooting, and tho stories 
men tell about their own or somebody 
elae'a wonderful accuracy at long range 
may be set d »wn as campaign inven 
lions. In fnct, the same JinpjrUnce is 
not attached to loug-distanco shooting 
aa formerly, for it haa been demon¬ 
strated beyond doubt that it is compar¬ 
atively useless, exespt where the dis¬ 
tance haa been carefully measured and 
the gun proporiy gauged for it. It can 
be readily teen that this would be im¬ 
practicable either in shooting at game 
or in a military engagement. To illus¬ 
trate, the very best long-dis¬ 
tance rifle that ia made haa a fall 
of forty inches in 500 yards. Now, how 
many men are there who can accurately 
calculate such a long distance! And of 
what use would the gun be in case the 
marksman's judgment erred fifty yards 
one way or tbe other! These considera- 
tions hava induced the government to 
change the whole theory and practice 
concerning the use of long-range guns. 
The Creed moor system has been 
abandoned entirely by the army m irks- 
men, nnd they are now taught the art 
of measuring distances by the eye, and 
also practice shooting at moving ob¬ 
jects. When firing at targets each m\n 
makes his own estimate of distance, a 
squad fires aud then all advance; say 50 
yards, make now estimate! and fire 
again. This procesa is repeated, ao 
that the soldior really gets experience 
that will bs of use to him ia actual 
warfare. — Glolr-JJjtnocrat.

The teuiperaturo of water for horses 
is uot so much an object as the purity 
of it. While it is beat to have it c ol, 
it is more important to have it free fiom 
all impurities. All r.ver water con¬ 
tains microscopic germs; and great ad¬ 
vantage is found from its Alteration and 
the addition of a little sulphur. 

Au easily made filter is ns 

follows: Over each trough n 

barrel is arrauged to receive the 
water, which is male to flowthrough 
the barrel to the watering trough. Fill 
tho barrel one-third full of coarsely 
ground charcoal, over which sprin kle a 
little powdered sulphur. Upon the 

charcoal place some brush, aud on this 
place clean gravel until tho barrel i* 
half full, or a little more, with the fil¬ 
tering material. This fitter will last for 
six months or more without cleaning, 
aud will supp y clean water that tbe 
horses love to drink and by the use of 
which they are kept in first-rate health, 
without colics or other sickne**. Iu the 
country, pure spring or well water, al¬ 
ways filtered, should be provided.—

We eaw a good many fish-hawks 
th ough the woods we traversed, nnd ex¬ 
amined with interest their nests of ; 
broken sticks. Muny Jersey farmers 
hereabouts regard the fish-hawk with 
superstitious awe, aud money will not 
tempt them to shoot a hawk. Near Cape 
May court house,Within a stone’s throw 
of the waters of the bay, in u stunted 
pine treetop, is a fish-hawk’s uest built 
in 1862. Several times either the male 
or female bird has been killed by some 
adventurous gunner, but the fittest sur¬ 
viving bird soon got himself another ; 
“crest” and another mate, and began 
punctually in the spring restoring and 
rebuilding the old uest, multiplying 
promptly and replenishing the brood of 
young hawks. 

At Fishing Creek one of the fish de 
vourers built its nest years ago in the 
chimney of a fisherman’s two story cabin.

Cut straw mixed with ground 
grain makes a valuable fool, the straw 
furnishing carbon serous matter, and 
the meal giving tho elements that make 
muacle and growth, if corn-meal is 
used it should bs mixo 1 with ground 
oat* or wheat bran to make a good 
feeding ration. 

ORAPR VIRRA OH UKAVY SOILS. 

The old idea that graphs thrive best 
on light land is mainly duo to the fact 
that such soils nro naturally dry. While 
a heivv clny it not beat for the grape, 
it is no insupenbh obstacle to success 
in vincyar ling, providing it is thor¬ 
oughly un lerdralned. In fact, grape- 
growing is possible under a wider range 
of conditions and soil than is tho case 
with any other crop. The ono thing 
that grap' roots cannot abide is stag¬ 
nant wat r. No matte: if this dries 
out in midsummer it is then past the 
power of the vine to regain lost time. 
Land thoroughly drained to the depth 
of threo feet warms more quickly in 
spring, and makes a difference in tem¬ 
perature of fivo to ten ilogrecs or more 
at the t.in < when the vine most needs 
warmth.— Ameri&in Cultivator.

WfHTXR EFFECTS OF TT5DRR-DRAIRAOB. 

Borne of tho minor advantage* of un- 
dcr-draioago #«umi groat importance 
in winter. It is quite apparent upon 
observation that ground properly under- 
drained hoavet much tho less in 
winter. It is tho expansion of the 
water in the soil, at the moment of 
freer..ng, that heaves the soil. Dry 
earth does not expand at any tempera¬ 
ture. Draining protects tho soil against 
an exevs* of water, and there l* no ex¬ 
cess of moisture, only capillary and hy- 
groscopic moisture, to bo expanded by 
freezing. The effect of the expansion 
of these is comparatively slight. This 
partly explains why, other things be¬ 
ing equal, winter wheat succeed* best 
on under -drained ground. Under- 
drainage often prevents damage to the 
wheat yot another way. Not infre¬ 
quently water stand* on the surface of 
tla? land, freeze* into ice, and smothers 
the wheat. It is rare that an entire 
field i* so damaged, yet sometime* Urge 
field* are altogether killed out in this 
way. But damage to patches, over 
which the water collect*, is quito fre¬ 
quent. Under -drainage, which usually 
dispose* of surface-water, prevents 
smothering the wheat. 

There aro several material advantages 
In the winter s proa ling of stable inanuro 
nnd some other fertilizers. A respocta¬ 
ble minority, if not an actual majority, 
of furmer< wool l find *uc'.i handling of 
inanurc the best, provide 1 the loss from 
the flow of surface water cou'.d bo 
avoided. Under - drainage at least 
largely reduce* this flow; it carries tho 
water through instead of over the soil. 
The water, on its war to the under- 
drains, curies the manure into tho soil, 
where it is filtered out, instead of car¬ 
rying it away. The wntcr docs not 
carry away so much of the soil or form 
so many gullies, something the farmers 
will surely appreciate whenever there is 
a thaw during the winter, and es¬ 
pecially during tho spring .—American 
Agricultural. ) .

Before marketing surplus fowls fatten 
them. This is best done by inclodng 
in a smalt yard where they can obtain 
little exerci-f, and feeding liberally 
with mixed grain, corn, oat* and wheat, 
with occasional ration of boiled potatoes 
or other vegetables, chopped upplcs,otc. 
But right here is where tho greato-t 
caution must be exercised, or you will 
kill the entire lot in less than a week. 
II hen a fowl is being fattened, remem¬ 
ber that it mud have plenty of coarse 
gravel, broicu crockory or gloss to en¬ 
able it to grind thcr increased quantity 
of food you give it. And also it must 
have nbundunce of pure water. With 
a stiflic.ency of these requisites, and n 
variety of food, a fowl will fatten nice¬ 
ly in about two wee'<K, and will then 
re 1 for tho top price, while n common 
skinny cull will not fetch enough to 
pay for catching it. — The Etiminer.

SALT KOIt COWS 

If cow* were forced to cat salt by it 
being put into their food, it might slo 
them harm, but it is extremely doubtful 
if cows will eat too much salt if they 
arc allows; 1 free access to it nnsl freo 
choir j to tnks* it or not. Silt, being 
an apparent ncc l for tho system, will 
help to keep the animal healthy. T.ii* 
wiil increase the fl»w of milk und im¬ 
prove the quality. It iu believed that 
snlt will slo this directly, and that its 
use will improve tho churning quality 
of tho milk. But bait should be given 
regularly. If not, there will be suffer¬ 
ing—at one tune from lack of it, and 
at another time from excess of it. Pro¬ 
vide rock *alt, nnsl have a placo for it, 
where the cows can always go to it. 
Put u trough in tho yurd, or a box in 
the *isle of a building (with a roof) or n 
box unslrr the cattlo shed.— Alaetachu- 
utt» l'Uicmm.

Jotiah E. Rice, 

One of East Weymouth’s well known and 
respected citixcns, died Tuesday morning, 
ut the residence of John D. Burrell. Com¬ 
mercial street, aged 77 years months. Mr. 
Rice was Isirn in East Weymouth July 24, 
1812, and wus the son of Jo-dali and Mary 
Bates Itice. His early education was re¬ 
ceived in the public schools of the town, 
and wiien a young man he entered the cm. 
ploy of Ids uncle, intruding to learn the 
pilot business, lmt tlnding this not suited 
to Ids taste lie went into the employ of El- 
uutliuu Bates us an apprentice to the car¬ 
penter’s trade, afterward entering into the 
business for himself, which he carried on 
until four years ago, when he received an 
injury to his head while at work at Nantus- 
kef by a man falling upon him from a lad¬ 
der, this injury, which caused him to give 
up business, tirially culminating in paraly¬ 
sis of tile brain, from which lie died. 

While at work as un apprentice he also 
carried on the undertaking business, after¬ 
ward taking his sou William T. into busi¬ 
ness, who Im' since curried it on under the 
old firm name, until recently. While in 
the cnr{>eiitering business lie built ii large 
number of dwellings in Weymouth and vi¬ 
cinity, ulso the Temple of Honor building, 
•I. F. & F. II. Torrey’s shoe manufactory, 
school building, at Commercial square. 
Middle street, at the Old North and Bing¬ 
ham. John Carroll’s factory, which was 
burned, house and shop of Jam •* II, Clapp, 
Joseph Rogers* residence at Shaw's Curlier,; 
R. V. Merchant's building, the simp and 
store of Albert Humphrey which stood on 
tile site of Merchant's block, the Bay State 
Hammock C<>. building at No. Weymouth, 
besides many stores in Weymouth. 

InlMon movement was made to estuli- 
lish a lodge of the Independent Order of 
Odd Fellows in'East Weymouth and many 
of the preliminary meetings were held, ut 
the residence of Mr. Rice, who with, five 
others took their cards from Boston lodge 
and became the charter .members of Cres¬ 
cent lodge, which was instituted August 22, 
IMS. Mr. Rice has ulways retained Ids 
mcmbcr.diip in this lodge and in Ids young¬ 
er day.* seldom missed attending tin* regu¬ 
lar meeting*, ami in his death the lodge 
lose* a valued ami honored brother. 

1H33, Mr. Rice was united in 
marriage by Rev. Lewis Bates to AbbyAmi, 
daughter of Jacob and Nuiihy Lincoln Rates. 
Tiiree children have been Isirn—two son*, 
Joxiah and William T. and one ihiiightrr, 
Lucinda'w., wife of .lohti I*. Lovell, wlm 
witli id.* wi«iow utourn the loss of a beloved 
husliund and father.
